Dutch Prince Johan Friso shows 
“minimal consciousness” 


THE HAGUE - Dutch Prince 
Friso, who has been in a coma 
since February this year, has 
shown occasional signs of 
minimal consciousness, the 
Netherlands Government In¬ 
formation Service RVD re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The RVD emphasized that 
the prognosis remains very un¬ 
certain and that the medical 
team is “still very concerned.” 
It will take many months be¬ 
fore there is more clarity. 

The Dutch royal family 
thanked the media for their re¬ 
straint in reporting about the 
condition of Friso. His wife 
Princess Mabel expressed her 
feelings on Twitter. “This is the 



most challenging period of my 
life. My love for Friso, the sup¬ 
port of family and friends, and 
the many signs of compassion 


give me strength in these diffi¬ 
cult times,” she stated 

On February 17, the now 
44-year-old Prince was buried 
under an avalanche, while he 
was skiing in Austria. He was 
covered by snow for 25 mi¬ 
nutes and had a cardiac arrest 
of 50 minutes. The lack of 
oxygen damaged his brains. In 
March, he was moved to a hos¬ 
pital in his residence in Lon¬ 
don. 

Friso is the second son of 
Dutch Queen Beatrix and the 
late Prince Claus and the 
younger brother of Willem- 
Alexander, heir of Beatrix. He 
and his wife have two daugh¬ 
ters. 


Welfare Recovery Stipend to be increased 



ORANJESTAD - The go¬ 
vernment has recently an¬ 
nounced that everyone earning 
less than Afls. 2.500 per month 
will receive financial assis¬ 
tance. This is something com¬ 
pletely new for Aruba. In 
Holland, this is a practice in ef¬ 
fect for many years. They call 
it the “huurtoeslag”(rent al¬ 
lowance) “zorgtoeslag,” (care 
allowance), and the “kinderop- 
vangtoeslag,” (childcare al¬ 
lowance). Everyone of these 
allowances are to help families 
with low incomes to pay basic 
expenses such as rent, medical 
insurance premiums or to pay 
for day-care school to take care 
of children whose parents have 
to work. 

During a National Social 


Dialogue it became evident 
that those in our community 
with incomes less than 
Afls.2.500 monthly are having 
great difficulty making ends 
meet. Inflation caused by BBO 
and the price of fuel oil af¬ 
fected the buying power on 
Aruba enormously during the 
last few years. 

The law to increase the wel¬ 
fare recovery stipend is on its 
way to Parliament. The Wel¬ 
fare Recovery Stipend will be 
increased from Afls.75 to 
Afls. 100 per month for those 
with a minimum wage salary. 
It will continue on a sliding 
scale up to those with an in¬ 
come of Afls.2.500 who were 
receiving Afls.25.This amount 
will now become Afls.50. 


The government has de¬ 
cided that they will carry the 
weight of this increase. Be¬ 
cause Aruba's public finances 
are not in a very good position, 
they have decided on a modest 
amount for this assistance. The 
height of the stipend began at 
Afls.900.00 per year for some¬ 
one earning minimum wages, 
up to Afls.300.00 per year for 
someone earning Afls.2.500 
per month. If there is more 
than one person in a family 
earning wages in this category 
they will also be eligible for 
the stipend. In a home where 
there are 2 persons earning 
minimum wages, this assis¬ 
tance will mean that they will 
have an improvement of 
Afls. 1.800 per year, which is 
Afls. 150 extra income per 


month for that home. 

The law to increase the 
Welfare Recovery Stipend is 
on its way to Parliament to be 
ratified and approved and be 


implemented as of January 1st, 
2013. The government is con¬ 
vinced that this is the best way 
to help those most in need in a 
most direct manner.

Curacao government: 
PAR remains on the side

WILLEMSTAD - PAR will 
not take part of the to be 
formed new government of 
Curasao. In her own words, 
party leader Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage, expressed that she 
was surprised that the party 
was not invited to sign the 
willingness declaration. 

Meanwhile her former 
party colleague Glenn Sul¬ 
varan, who dissented from 
the PAR to continue as an in¬ 
dependent member of parlia¬ 
ment, did sign the 
declaration. The three parties 
PS (5 seats), PAIS (4 seats) 


and PNP (1 seat) now to¬ 
gether with independent 
member Glenn Sulvaran can 
start negotiations to form a 
new government with a 
small majority of 11 mem¬ 
bers in parliament. 

Within the PAR this news 
did not really come as a sur¬ 
prise since the Pueblo 
Soberano leader has ex¬ 
pressed many times that co¬ 
operation with the PAR is no 
option, but he needed sup¬ 
port for his, never heard of, 
“Assignment Government”. 
Now with Glenn Sulvaran, 
he has the needed support 
albeit a small support and he 
has also weakened his main 
rival PAR in parliament. 

One of the reasons Sul¬ 
varan stated for his decision 
to sign the agreement with 
PS, PAIS and PNP, was that 
the PAR was recently negoti¬ 
ation with MFK and MAN to 
form a government. By dis¬ 
senting from the PAR he 
would prevent this from hap¬ 
pening. Sulvaran warned the 
party beforehand that he will 
not cooperate with the forma¬ 
tion of a government in 
which PAR will work with 
MFK. 

PAR denied these allega¬ 
tions.

Sports Federations: deadline for subsidy 
fast approaching 



ORANJESTAD - The Sub¬ 
sidy Commission for sports 
recently held an informative 
meeting to explain to all ath¬ 
letic federations the rules for 
obtaining the subsidy and that 
the deadline for applying for 
the subsidy is fast approach¬ 
ing. That deadline was actu¬ 
ally November 15 when all 
petitions had to be submitted. 

However, in view of the 
fact that so far, only 15 feder¬ 
ations have submitted an offi¬ 
cial petition, the Com¬ 
mission has decided to extend 
the deadline by a few days to 
allow those who still need to 
submit their petition the oppor¬ 
tunity to do so. The new dead¬ 


line is now Wednesday, No¬ 
vember 21! With the extension 
of one week, the Commission 
expects to receive more peti¬ 
tions for subsidy. 


The Federations must bear 
in mind that if petitions are 
not submitted by the stipu¬ 
lated deadline date, they will 
not have any guarantee that 
their petition will be granted 
or approved. That would cer¬ 
tainly be regretful because 
that would mean that due to 
the lack of funds athletics 
would be seriously hindered. 
Certainly, without sufficient 
funds, the particular sport of 
each federation could be jeop¬ 
ardized. . .unnecessarily! 

The Subsidy Commission 
is counting on each group to 
participate 100% for the inter¬ 
est and benefit of athletics on 
Aruba.

Individuals make countries 
great. The individual, Betico 
Croes, Shon A. Eman, made 
Aruba great, but no individual 
can succeed without the mul¬ 
tiplied support and investment 
of time and energy by all the 
rest of us!

Gaza death toll passes 100 
as truce efforts build 


Church of England to 
women bishops 


GAZA CITY (AFP) - Israeli 
strikes killed 24 Palestinians 
yesterday, taking the Gaza 
death toll past 100 as UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon joined efforts to 
broker a truce to end the worst 
violence in four years. 

As the violence raged for a 
sixth day, an Israeli missile 
killed a senior Islamic Jihad 
militant in a Gaza City tower 
housing Palestinian and inter¬ 
national media, the second 
time in as many days the buil¬ 
ding has been targeted. 

As Ban arrived in Cairo to 
push for a ceasefire, Hamas 
chief Khaled Meshaal said his 
movement was committed to 
efforts to secure a truce with 
Israel, but insisted the Jewish 
state must lift its six-year 
blockade of the Gaza Strip. 

Terrified and desperate, 
many Gaza families have fled 
their homes, some seeking 
haven in the south which has 
seen fewer strikes. But they 
know nowhere is safe. 

Mourners flocked to the fu¬ 
neral of nine members of one 
family killed in a weekend 
strike on a Gaza City home, 
the tiny bodies of the five chil¬ 
dren carried through the streets 
wrapped in Palestinian flags. 

The violence, which comes 
as Israel gears up for a general 
election on January 22, raised 
the specter of a broader Israeli 
military campaign like its 22- 
day Operation Cast Lead, 
launched at the end of Decem¬ 
ber 2008. 

Analysts say Israel’s leader¬ 
ship appears satisfied with the 
success of Operation Pillar of 
Defence and that could it be 
ready for a ceasefire. 

But the Jewish state has sig¬ 
nalled a readiness to expand 
the operation. 

And Gaza’s Hamas rulers 
have been emboldened after 
securing the support of the re¬ 
cently installed Islamist gov¬ 
ernments of Egypt and Tunisia. 


The overall death toll from 
the Israeli raids on the Pales¬ 
tinian territory hit 101, with 
another 24 people killed 
yesteray. 

The latest negotiations 
aimed at ending the conflict, 
conducted behind closed doors 
in Cairo, ended without agree¬ 
ment. But all sides have ex¬ 
pressed a willingness to 
engage in more talks. 

The Arab League’s Arabi is 
due in Gaza today, accompa¬ 
nied by Turkish Foreign Min¬ 
ister Ahmet Davutoglu, in the 
latest in a series of visits that 
have eased the long diplomatic 
isolation of the territory’s 
Hamas rulers. 

Israel was also seeking a 
ceasefire, with Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu himself 
having ’’called the US, Europe 
and Egypt asking for a truce,” 
said Meshaal. 

"We are not against a calm¬ 
ing, but we want our de¬ 
mands... to end the thuggery, to 
end the aggression and to lift 
the blockade,” he said. 

An Egyptian official who 
spoke to AFP before Meshaal's 
statement reported "encourag¬ 
ing signs.” 

"I hope, that maybe by the 
end of the day, we receive a 
final signal of what may be 
achieved to stop hostilities,” he 
said. 

"Both sides are saying a 
ceasefire is important and that 
there should be guarantees, but 
these guarantees are different.” 

Hamas is also understood to 
be seeking guarantees Israel 
will stop its targeted killings, 
like the one which killed a top 
military commander on 
Wednesday, sparking the cur¬ 
rent hostilities. 

Israel has its own demands, 
with Foreign Minister Avigdor 
Lieberman insisting "the first 
and absolute condition for a 
truce is stopping all fire from 
Gaza.” 


LONDON (AFP) - The Church 
of England's legislative body 
kicked off a three-day general 
assembly yesterday which will 
vote on whether to allow 
women bishops, in its biggest 
and most contentious decision 
for 20 years. 

The 470-member General 
Synod will vote today on an 
issue which has split traditio¬ 
nalists and liberals, two 
decades after England's estab¬ 
lished state Church backed the 
introduction of women priests. 

Women now make up one 
third of the Church's clergy but 
commentators say the vote 
could nonetheless be tight. 

The meeting of the General 
Synod, which is formed of 


three houses — bishops, clergy 
and laity — is taking place at 
Church House, in the shadow 
of Westminster Abbey in cen¬ 
tral London. 

Rowan Williams, who as 
Archbishop of Canterbury is 
the Anglican Church's spiritual 
leader, backs the legislation. 

Williams, who steps down 
in December after 10 years in 
the role, will be replaced by the 
Bishop of Durham Justin 
Welby, who also supports the 
change.

Colombia’s FARC rebels declare cease¬ 
fire as talks begin 


HAVANA (AFP) - Colom¬ 
bia’s leftist FARC rebels yes¬ 
terday declared a unilateral 
two-month ceasefire, at the 
start of talks in Cuba with the 
Bogota government on end¬ 
ing Latin America's longest- 
running insurgency. 

"The leadership has or¬ 
dered that all military opera¬ 
tions against government 
forces come to a halt," the 
head of the delegation for the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia, Ivan Marquez, 
said upon arrival at the Ha¬ 
vana talks venue. 

Marquez said the cease¬ 
fire would take effect at mid¬ 
night tonight and last through 
January 20. 

Negotiators for the gov¬ 
ernment of Colombian Presi¬ 
dent Juan Manuel Santos 
made no statement as they ar¬ 
rived at the convention center

The two sides symbolically 
opened peace talks in Norway 
last month, raising hopes that 
the decades-long conflict that 
has killed hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Colombians may fi¬ 
nally end. 

Chief government negotia¬ 
tor Humberto de la Calle said 
before leaving Bogota that the 
round of talks would likely last 
about 10 days, at which time a 
start date for the next round 
would be agreed. 

Negotiations to reach a 
final deal will likely last 
"months, not years," de la 
Calle said. 

There are signs that Latin 
America's largest rebel group, 
founded in 1964 and believed 
to have some 9,200 armed 
fighters, may be ready for a 
deal after a long string of set¬ 
backs. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Journa¬ 
lists from Brazil, China, Kyr¬ 
gyzstan and Liberia were to 
be honored today at the 2012 
International Press Freedom 
Awards in New York for tak¬ 
ing huge risks to expose 
human rights violations in 
their countries. 

The New York-based 
Committee to Protect Jour¬ 
nalists said the four reporters 
"have faced severe reprisals 
for their work, including as¬ 
sault, threats, and torture."

UN court moves Nicaragua-Colombia maritime border 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
UN's International Court of 
Justice yesterday awarded so¬ 
vereignty over a group of 
Caribbean islands to Colom¬ 
bia, while granting a large 
swathe of sea territory to 
Nicaragua in a long-running 
dispute between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

The ICJ ruled in the dispute 
over the oil- and fish-rich re¬ 
gion that the maritime frontier 


between the two countries 
should be moved east, marking 
a territorial gain for Nicaragua. 

"The court concludes that 
Colombia and not Nicaragua is 
sovereign over the seven is¬ 
lands," chief judge Peter 
Tomka told the Hague-based 
court. 

The court found that 
Nicaragua had only begun 
claiming the islands in the 
1970s, while Colombia had ex¬ 


ercised effective sovereignty 
there "for decades". 

But while the court effec¬ 
tively gave Colombia a chunk 
of Caribbean territory, it also 
gave Nicaragua sovereignty 
over a large swathe of the sea. 

The court said there was a 
"major disparity" between the 
countries in the territory, which 
is physically much closer to 
Nicaragua than to Colombia. 

Nicaragua first brought the 


case to the UN's top court, 
which only rules on dispute be¬ 
tween states, in 2001. 

The court said in 2007 that 
three bigger islands in the area 
were Colombian. 

Nicaragua said that while 
the 10 islands claimed by 
Colombia only covered 44 
square kilometers (17 square 
miles), their territorial rights 
would effectively cover over 
50,000 square kilometres.

Chinese street children 
found dead in dumpster 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A call 
by two Dutch sexologists for 
"virtual" child pornography to 
be legalised so as to assuage 
paedophiles’ desires has 
sparked fierce debate in the 
Netherlands. 

Sexologists Rik van Lunsen 
and Erik van Beek of Amster¬ 
dam University Hospital 
(AMC) last month floated the 
idea of creating child pornog¬ 
raphy using drawings or com¬ 
puter-generated images. 

"If you make virtual child 
pornography under strict gov¬ 
ernment control with some 
kind of label explaining that no 
child was abused, you can give 
paedophiles a way of regulat¬ 


ing their sexual urges," Van 
Beek told AFP, calling for an 
enquiry or at least public de¬ 
bate on the issue. 

Virtual child pornography — 
including drawings, paintings 
or computer-generated images 
— was made illegal in 2002 as 
rapidly developing technology 
made increasingly photorealis¬ 
tic images possible. 

As with "traditional" child 
pom, creating, owning or shar¬ 
ing such images is currently 
punishable by up to four years 
in prison in the Netherlands. 

"I think that repressing your 
fantasies can lead to frustration 
and, ultimately, for some types 
of paedophile, to a greater like¬ 


lihood of doing something 
wrong," Van Beek said. 

Around one percent of the 
Dutch population of 16.5 mil¬ 
lion has paedophile prefer¬ 
ences, mainly men, but only a 
tiny fraction will ever abuse 
children, noted the sexologist. 

Many of them will more¬ 
over never feel the need to live 
their sexuality through child 
pornography. 

The two sexologists' sugges¬ 
tion sparked fierce debate in 
Dutch media, blogs and dis¬ 
cussion fomms, as the idea has 
turned out to be controversial 
even in the free-thinking 
Netherlands. 


BEIJING (AFP) - The bodies 
of five street children have 
been found in a dumpster in 
southwest China after they 
climbed inside it to escape the 
night-time cold, state media re¬ 
ported. 

The five boys aged about 10 
died of carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning after apparently burn¬ 
ing charcoal inside the trash 
container to keep warm, Xin¬ 
hua news agency said. 

Autopsies showed carbon 
monoxide poisoning was the 
cause of death, Xinhua quoted 
sources in a local branch of the 
ruling communist party as saying. 

The week-end night low 
temperature in the mountain¬ 
ous city was 6 degrees Celsius 


(43 degrees Fahrenheit). 

The tragedy has sparked an 
outcry on the net, it said. A 
post on Sina Weibo, a Twitter- 
like microblogging service, 
had more than 2.5 million hits 

While some users accused 
the local government of negli¬ 
gence, others said the parents 
of the children were also to 
blame, according to the news 
agency. 

"It reminded me of The Lit¬ 
tle Match Girl by Hans Chris¬ 
tian Andersen. Isn't it that such 
things only happen in fairy 
tales?" wrote one user called 
Saludika. 

"What a cold world this 
must be for the five children!" 
said another, Lu_Yao.

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Eruption fears rise at New Zealand's 
'Mount Doom' 



WELLINGTON (AFP) - A 
New Zealand volcano that fea¬ 
tured as Mount Doom in "The 
Lord of the Rings” movies is in 
danger of erupting as pressure 
builds in a subterranean vent, 
officials said on Monday. 

The Department of Conser¬ 
vation (DOC) warned hikers to 
avoid the summit of Mount 
Ruapehu, saying that tempera¬ 
ture readings by scientists in¬ 
dicated there was an increased 
risk of eruption at New 
Zealand's largest active vol¬ 
cano. 

"The current situation can't 
continue, Ruapehu is so active 
that the temperatures have 
been going up and down a lot,” 
DOC volcanic risk manager 
Harry Keys told Radio New 
Zealand. 

"They generally haven't 


gone up as we've expected for 
some weeks now and sooner 
or later that situation will be 
rectified, either in a small, rel¬ 
atively passive way, or with a 
significant eruption.” 


It said this indicated a vent 
was partially blocked, leading 
to increased pressure that 
made eruptions more likely 
"over the next weeks to 
months”. 

The 2,797-metre (9,177- 
foot) mountain last erupted in 
2007, sending a lahar — a fast- 
moving stream of mud and de¬ 
bris — down the mountain but 
causing no injuries. 

In 1953, a massive lahar 
from the mountain caused 
New Zealand's worst rail dis¬ 
aster when it washed away a 
bridge at Tangiwai and a pas¬ 
senger train plunged into the 
Whangaehu River, claiming 
151 lives.

Wal-mart workers threaten 
protests on Black Friday 


- While bargain-hunting shop¬ 
pers gear up this week for 
Black Friday, Walmart, the 
country’s largest retailer, may 
be in for a blackout on one of 
the biggest shopping days of 
the year.

The company has re¬ 
sponded with a complaint filed 
at the National Labor Relations 
Bureau. Wal-mart is asking for

UK shop closures at record 
11.3%, highest in 15 months 



More than one in 10 shops in British town centers are 
closed, as sales continued dropping and costs surged 
according to a survey from the British Retail Consortium 
(BRC) and Springboard market research. The national 
town center vacancy rate in the UK hit a record 11.3% in 
October 2012 (high streets and shopping centers), ac¬ 
cording to the report. Northern Ireland was the worst af¬ 
fected region with the rate reaching 20%. High vacancy 
rates were also recorded in Wales (15.1%) and the North 
& Yorkshire (14.6%). The data comes as several retailers 
such as electricals retailer Comet, sportswear group JJB 
Sports, video games retailer Game and greetings card 
firm Clinton Cards closed hundreds of shops after be¬ 
coming insolvent.

NEW YORK - JPMorgan 
Chase said yesterday it had 
agreed to pay $297 millions 
to the US Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission to settle 
a dispute over sale of mort¬ 
gage-backed securities. 

Most of the punishable ac¬ 
tivity is attributed to Bear 
Steams, the New York invest¬ 
ment bank that JP Morgan 
bought urgently in 2008 in a 
deal organized by the Federal 
Reserve to prevent the im¬ 
ploding investment bank's 
losses from pulling down 
other banks. 

Bear Steams collapsed in 
2007-2008, the first major ca¬ 
sualty of the financial crash 
that was rooted in the im¬ 
ploding housing sector. 

JPMorgan Chase on Oct. 
12 reported a third-quarter 
profit of $5.7 billion, up 34 
percent from a year ago, as 
the bank showed signs of 
strength in consumer and cor¬ 
porate lending.

Eurozone ministers wrestle 
with Greek debt, IMF split 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
zone finance ministers will try 
toay to reach a framework 
agreement on crucial aid to 
Greece and heal a split with the 
International Monetary Fund 
over a key Greek debt reduc¬ 
tion target. 

"We are headed for an 
agreement, but a partial one," 
said a European diplomat who 
asked not to be named. The 
comment suggested that some 
outstanding issues might have 
to wait until other meetings are 
held in December. 

Another European source 
underscored the will to reach a 
political agreement, but noted 
that a finalised deal could take 
a few more days. 

The finance ministers could 
thus require yet another meet¬ 
ing before the end of Novem¬ 
ber that would probably be 
held by telephone. 

Greece is "totally ready" for 


Venezuela's industry slumps to 
levels recorded fifty years ago 


CARACAS — Venezuela's oil 
boom hides the downfall of the 
country's production apparatus. 
Oil revenues have so far con¬ 
cealed the country's reality. Just 
like under previous administra¬ 
tions, the Government led by 
President Hugo Chavez has not 
taken advantage of oil revenues 
to expand the national industry. 

Imports have been the only 
way to meet growing demand. 
Moreover, official data shows 
signs of a weak industry. Ac¬ 
cording to data recorded by the 
Central Bank of Venezuela, the 
country's gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP) matches that of 50 
years ago. 

In 1965, manufacturing ac¬ 
counted for 14% of the GDP, 
the same figure recorded in the 
first half of 2012. Economist 
Jose Guerra asserted that said 


indicator shows that the national 
industry's production is similar 
to that of five decades ago. 

Although he remarked dein¬ 
dustrialization did not begin 
during Hugo Chavez's Govern¬ 
ment, he noted, "The trend has 
been clear" since he first took 
office in 1999. 

By 1998, manufacturing ac¬ 
counted for 17.4% of the coun¬ 
try's total economy. Since then, 
there have been negative re¬ 
sults, including the 14.2% 
recorded in the first half of this 
year. 

Indeed, imports are fulfill¬ 
ing domestic demand. Accord¬ 
ing to estimates, purchases will 
amount to USD 50-52 billion 
this year, the country's highest 
record. Meanwhile, non-oil ex¬ 
ports will stand at USD 4 bil¬ 
lion only. 


the meeting today, Finance 
Minister Yannis Stournaras 
said yesterday. 

"There are no longer any 
pending issues on our side. 
Greece is totally ready," 
Stournaras told reporters in 
Athens. 

The country has been wait¬ 
ing since June for an instal¬ 
ment of aid worth 31.2 billion 
euros ($40 billion) from a Eu¬ 
ropean Union-International 
Monetary Fund loan it was ini¬ 
tially granted early this year. 

By the end of the year, 
Greece is also due to receive 
two more aid payments, worth 
5.0 and 8.3 billion euros, in ex¬ 
change for which it has 
pledged to implement a series 
of unpopular austerity budget 
measures. 

IMF head Christine La- 
garde, who has clashed openly 
with Eurogroup head Jean- 
Claude Juncker on issues re¬ 
lated to the Greek rescue plan, 
says the gathering is crucial to 
getting stricken Greece back 
on its feet and its debt moun¬ 
tain cut sharply to sustainable 
levels. 

"It's a question of... making 
sure that we focus on the same 
objective, which is that... 
Greece can operate on a sus¬ 
tainable basis," Lagarde said 
on Friday. 

Greece's debt burden is 
nearly 180 percent of GDP and 
expected to rise to 190 percent 
by 2014. That is about three 
times the EU's 60-percent limit 
and way beyond what the 
country can support, meaning 
it has to be reduced one way or 
another. 

Under the current bailout, 
private sector creditors also 
agreed to write-off 100 billion 
euros of Greek debt, and it has 
been suggested that official 
creditors should now do the 
same — an option both the IMF 
and the European Central 
Bank (ECB) rule out.

Pope calls on faithful to 
ignore doomsday warnings 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope Benedict XVI called on 
Christians Sunday not to heed doomsday warnings that 
the world will end on December 21. During his weekly 
Angelus address from the window of his Vatican apart¬ 
ments on Saint Peter's Square, Benedict spoke of ex¬ 
tracts from the bible which speak of "the sun and moon 
going out, the stars falling from the sky." Several films 
and documentaries have promoted the idea that the an¬ 
cient Mayan calendar predicts that doomsday is next 
month, on December 21, 2012. But Benedict said that 
Jesus "does not describe the end of the world, and 
when he uses apocalyptic images, he is not acting the 
prophet. "On the contrary, he wants to stop his disci¬ 
ples of every epoch from being curious over dates, fore¬ 
casts, and wants to give them the key to... the right road 
to walk today and tomorrow to enter into the eternal 
life," he added. As many as 90,000 people are expected 
to attend a massive event in Guatemala City on Decem¬ 
ber 21, just in case the world actually does end, while 
tour groups are promoting doomsday-themed getaway. 


LOS ANGELES(AFP) - The 
final chapter of the blockbuster 
"Twilight" vampire film fran¬ 
chise earned some $138 mil¬ 
lion in its debut, taking a huge 
bite out of weekend movie 
ticket sales, industry estimates 
showed Sunday. 

"The Twilight Saga: Break¬ 
ing Dawn, Part 2," is the fifth 
and final installment of the 
wildly popular series based on 
novels by Stephenie Meyer. 
The previous four films, start¬ 
ing with the 2008 series opener 
"Twilight," earned a colossal 
$2.4 billion altogether. 

In second place was the new 
James Bond movie "Skyfall," 
last week’s top earner, which 
earned an estimated $41.5 mil¬ 
lion, according to box office 
tracker Exhibitor Relations. 

Third place went to the 
debut of the Steven Spielberg 
film "Lincoln," starring Daniel 
Day Lewis in the role of Amer¬ 
ica’s assassinated 16th presi¬ 
dent, which had $21 million in 
ticket sales. 

"Wreck-It Ralph," the ani¬ 
mated Disney film about a 
video game villain with dreams 
of becoming a hero, earned 
$18.3 million for fourth place. 

Fifth went to the movie 
"Flight," a star vehicle for Den¬ 
zel Washington, who plays a 
crash-landing pilot with sub¬ 
stance abuse problems. It 
pulled in $8.6 million. 

In sixth place was "Argo," 
based on the true story of six 
Americans spirited out of Iran 
during the 1979-80 hostage cri¬ 
sis. The film directed by and 
starring Ben Affleck earned $4 
million. 

"Taken 2," Liam Neeson’s 
return as ex-CIA agent Bryan 
Mills, racked up $2.1 million 
for seventh place. 

The eighth spot went to 
"Pitch Perfect," a musical- 
comedy about a capella singing 
groups, which earned $1.5 mil¬ 
lion.

He is now planning on being 
ready to coach his first game 
today at home against Brooklyn. 


The Lakers have gone 4-1 
under interim head coach 
Bickerstaff. 

Los Angeles began the year 
1-4, which resulted in the sack¬ 
ing of Mike Brown. 

The Lakers then passed on a 
chance to bring back 11-time 
NBA champion Phil Jackson 
after they hired D'Antoni on 
Monday last week. 

Los Angeles have also been 
without Canadian Steve Nash, 
who won a pair of NBA MVPs 
running D'Antoni's up-tempo 
offence with Phoenix.
